In the 
remarks, the applicant argues that "Nowhere does Kanetake et al. '447 state that a listing of the display order of all of the data screens 
exists in any separate text baded setup data file that may be edited by a text editor." Examiner's Response: As previously pointed out in 
the Final Rejection (Mailed on 06/24/2004) and maintained by the Examiner, Kanetake teaches providing a text based setup data file 
having at least one section containing a display order textual listing of the Ul screens; and providing a text editor (Col. 17, line 63- col. 
18, line 25, ". . .register information (text based setup data file) for monitoring/controlling automatic execution (display order) into the 
screen/procedure registration library Col. 19, lines 55-58, "These normal processing screen/procedure data, exceptional processing 
screen/procedure data, and special processing procedure data may be manually modified by a text editor..." (providing a text editor)). 
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
